There are seven ways Russia 
can show she wants peace and 
less world tension, Secretary 
of State Acheson declared 
yesterday. 


Completing his second day of 
foreign policy addresses in this 
area, Acheson spelled out’ the: 
points of greatest difference which. 
he said must be reconciled be- 
tween Russia and the non-Com- 
munist world “if the two systems’ 
are to live together, if not in mu-) 
tual respect, at least in reasonable) 
security.” 


He held out little hope that the 
Russians would comply, but listed 
these things Russia could do: 

1. Work with the West on peace 
treaties for Germany, Japan and 
Austria which won't turn them 
into Soviet satellites. 

2. Stop using force or its threat 
on existing satellites. Let them be 
countries in their own right. 

3. Stop obstructing the United 
Nations and let it become, in 
Prime Minister Stalin’s words, a 
serious instrument for building in- 
ternational peace and security. 

4. Join in seeking “realistic and’ 
effective” controls’ for atomic 
weapons and general arms limita- 
tions. “We believe,” Acheson said,| 
“that an authority could be estab- 
lished which would not be con- 
trolled or subject to control by 
either ourselves or the Soviet, 
Union.”

Dog Reaped Benetit 


From Church Row

GAINESVILLE—The old 


hound dog and the piece of 


fried chicken have long gone the way of all flesh, but the 
rumpus they caused over 100 years ago is embodied today 
in two Baptist churches near Gainesville with the unusual 
names of Dewberry No. 1 and Dewberry No. 2.

The predestinator believed that 
everything that happens must hap- 
pen, having been foreordainei by 
God. His opponent contended that 
God has not so ordered things to 
occur, but that they take place 
because of certain circumstances 
and conditions. In short, mankind 
has a certain control over his life 
and. it depends upon him, rather 
than God, as to how that life is 
spent. 

Well, as is always the case in a 
religious dispute, neither side 
would give -in to the other and 
Dewberry Baptist Church was be- 
in. rent in twain in its very in 
fency. The pastor, quite natural- 
ly, was terribly upset and he be- 
thought himself diligently as to 
what he might do to heal the rift.

For the 19th Century Marine 
Corps and the Army were thickly 
populated with Irish immigrants 
who got their start in the miltiary 
service of their new country. The 
Leathernecks probably had an 
edge on the number of their mem- 
bers from the “auld sod.” Then, 
as now, the Marines were the only 
services who wore a green uni- 
form, 

Creek Indians, in the Spring of 
1836, put the torch to settlements 
all along the Georgia-Alabama bor- 
der. Under their half-breed lead-

getic Dorothy Kenyon, former New York City municipal judge, who has spent her life battling for 


the rights of women and for social justice. 

But it was lucky for the rest of us, as dis- 
tressing as was the experience for her to be the 
unwitting victim of a despicable slander, For she 
represents the best tradition of militant Ameri- 
can political and social progressivism and up- 
held it valiantly in her appearance here before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Subcommittee that 
is investigating the McCarthy episode. 

When the Senator spread all over the coun: 
try, under protection of his congressional im- 
munity, his allegations that her Communist ac- 
tivities were “deep rooted” and went far back, 
she promptly called him an “unmitigated liar” 
and she proved that when she finally got her day 
in court here. The Senator himself did not turn 
up to hear himself confounded. 


His charges blew up completely in this 
case, as in others, and what some of his 
colleagues who sit on the investigating com- 
mittee said in a subsequent executive session 
about his behavior in the Kenyon case, par- 
ticularly Sen. Brien McMahon, Democrat, 
Connecticut, would make the Wisconsin Sen- 
ator most uncomfortable. 


Miss Kenyon is a symbol of those who, 
throughout our history, have fought for a dy- 
namic American democracy that will foster and 
protect the individual liberties ¥and the indi- 
vidual welfare of its citizens. “She has been 
equally vigilant against totalitarianism and the 
suppression of liberties elsewhere, as she dem- 
onstrated in her conflicts with Russian repre 
senatives on the United Nations Commission on 
which she served for our Government and which 
was the temporary connection with the State 
Department that gave Sen. McCarthy the excuse 
to bring her into his “files” and “lists.” 

Her selection as a victim by Sen. McCarthy 
and his informers and backers, who evidently 
were not sufficiently briefed on her and her ca- 
reer, was because she had joined or sponsored or 
been mentioned in connection with numerous

organizations of the social welfare type. 

This is the giveaway on the whole McCarthv 
performance. The purpose, partly, is to brand 
all organizations of that type as “Communist 
front” or “pro-Communist” or “sympathetic with 
Communism,” or some such loose label in order 
to check social welfare measures with which 
worth-while and patriotic organizations are iden- 
tified. it is the broadening of the anti-Commu- 
nist fight beyond actual Communists to embrace 
social and economic progressivism, and is so rec- 
ognized here by those who are watching de- 
velopment of this new technique. 

This has been pointed out and emphasized 
here before, but it cannot be pointed out and 
emphasized too often. 


Miss Kenyon never even beloged to some 
of the organizations which Sen. McCarthy 
cited, as she proved. Some she had belonged 
to for a time. Whenever any of them showed 
“Communist-front” tendencies she promptly 
left them. To some of them other very dis- 
tinguished Americans had belonged, particu- 
larly those set up during the war to pro- 
mote friendship with our Russian ally and, 
like her, had left them when this purpose 
later was corrupted. 


She was never afraid to join like-minded peo. 
ple to promote social and economic justice in 
the best American tradition. 

The McCarthy crusade may put a damper on 
such activity and frighten off the timid. That 
is one aim of those who are promoting it in 
Congress and out, among other motives, which 
include the purely political. But it already has 
proved a boomerang in Miss Kenyon’s case, and 
if others fight back with equal vigor and cour- 
age, this campaign will be shown up for what 
it is, and what it is is not good for the Ameri- 
can people. 

It begins to throw light on the “case” of Joe 
McCarthy himself.

Jerusalem 
And a Long Sleep 


JERUSALEM—Around Lydda Airport, which 
is the port for Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, there 
were the rolls of old, rusting barbed wire and 
slit trenches fallen in There had been fighting about it in the 
war which began on the evening of May 14, 1948, when the British 
troops withdrew and the Arab armies began to move against the 
Israeli forces. I had seen it last in the terrorist days of 1946. 
Then it was but 40 miles to Jerusalem. It still is. But that road 
can’t be used because part of it lies in Arab territory, their troops 
holding it when the truce was signed in February of 1949. It is 60 
miles now by a diverse route. 

Along the way we passed many places where men had died 
fighting. Along one stretch of the road we saw more than 20 
burned-out wrecks of trucks destroyed by Arab guns and mortar 
fire from the ancient hills above. It was the stretch called the 
Burma Road, Bab El Wad, the'life-line from Jerusalem to Tel-Aviv. 
There were villages with buildings destroyed by shellfire. There 
were bridges down by demolition. There were more signs of war 
than I had imagined. In ‘1946 I had been shocked by the irony of 
so many tanks and soldiers in the Holy Land. Now, to see old gun 
emplacements, heavily sandbagged, and to come upon shell-shattered 
buildings and old trenches, was even more of a paradoxical reality. 
The damage is more than I had thought. It was, in a sense, a small 
war, but with modern weapons, even a few of them, no war is small. 
Men died in the days of bows and arrows and they die even more 
easily now in the days of machineguns and artillery. 


Sj Somewhere along the way we came, the Nazarene had 
igns walked in the old days long gone. Before that His mother 
had come thaf way on the way to Bethlehem where she found a 
stable to sleep and her Son was born. They had passed Roman 
forts and seen the sun on the armor and eagles of the legions. 

Now, we drove along beside the signs and scenes of war. A 
gentleman with us, an Israeli, talked and pointed them out. 

“We lost 40 men storming that hill... the gigis from the peak 
there commanded the road. .. . there was har@ fighting here, be 
cause this peint was one of the major defenses of Jerusalem... 
Had they taken this they could have moved on into the city with 
their tanks.” 

One could almost see the mocking figure of an old Roman Cen- 
turion standing by the road, smiling sardonically, and saying: “It 
has always been so here. They still dig up our bones who followed 
Caesar and the Eagles of Rome.” 

But, at last, we reached a hilltop and ahead could see Jerusalem 
on her hills, her red and tan roofs dull under heavy clouds, It 
always is a great sight.. Herm inarets, her church and monastery 
spires send their graceful heights above the buildings below. Be- 
hind thena stretch the Judaean hills and, bevond them, almost 
hidden by the blue haze. the mountains of Moab, where an un- 
known, lonely grave holds all that is mortal of Moses. 


: Driving through the city I was again appalled by 
Restoration the destruction; the more impressive caaaieie so 
much has been restored. Many buildings, left whole, still bear the 
scars of shrapnel and mortar pieces. In the Palestine Post, where 
I borrowed a typewriter to do these pieces, the city room ceiling is 
pitted with deep holes and gashes where fragments of mortar shells 
had come through the shattered windows. There are many signs 
of war. / 

The Arab forces of Trans-Jordan hold now the Old City of 
Jerusalem, On that very first day we climbed up ladders to the 
roof of the war-shattered Hospice of Notre Dame and looked down 
into the Old City where the Arab Legion stood guard on the walls, 
Beside us stood the Israeli soldiers, with loaded rifles and fixed 
bayonets. The truce is being kept. But, from the roof there a 
good broad jumper could almost leap from Israel into the Old City. 
There are many points closely held. Another such is on the road 


to Bethlehem, now in Arab hands. 
A d The Old City is old enough, but it is not really very old. 
ge It was built in 1526 by Suleiman the Magnificent, the 
Turkish commander who pushed the Crusaders out of the Holy 
Land. Many persons persist in thinking of it as the city Christ 
knew, and many devout pilgrims come to the holy places. Their 
authenticity is in doubt. The Via Doloroso of Christ is beneath many 
feet of rubble, as Jerusalem was destroyed four times after the 
Crucifixion. All that matters not at all, of course, since it is what 
happened there, the Crucifixion and the Resurrection, which means 
so much to Christians the world over. It is not really greatly im- 
portant to fix exact spots save for tourist business. It is a city holy 
to Christians, Jews and Arabs. The more devout Jews are greatly 
troubled today because they cannot pray at the Wailing Wall, part of 
the Mosque of Omar, sacred to the prophet. And Christians yearn 
to see and pray at the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 

That first night as I went early to bed I turned out the lights 
and looked out through the wide-open windows at the moonlight 
not more than 
I could see the moonlight on the 
towers and saw it catch, too, the bayonet of a guard on the walls. 
It was a beautiful sight, heavy with a sense of history and of great 
events. 1 turned out the light and went to bed. lt was very quiet. 
Jerusalem turns in early. 

The next morning I was awakened early and as I lay listening 
I could hear, deep in the Old City, a rooster crowing loudly. I 
wondered if he were a lineal descendant of that cock which had 
crowed at Peter’s denial of his Lord, but even as I wondered, I went 
back to sleep to awake again at 10. A man sleeps long after 31 
hours on a plane—if he is lucky.

Blue Potatoes Won't Hurt You 


WASHINGTON—Dyeing one potato blue is easy enough, like coloring an 
Easter egg. Dyeing a couple of trillion spuds, or something close to 50,000,000 
bushels of ‘em, is tougher, as our blue-fingered potato-staining specialists can 


testify. 


we. So while the Senators argue about the merits of coloring potatoes azure so 


people won't eat ‘em, 
blueing potatoes wholesale. 

The Federal chemists use: a dye known for 
short as F. D. and C. No. 1. This means it is 
a chemical harmless to man and beast under 
food, drug and cosmetics regulations. Its scien- 
tific name (and you'll pardon me if I should 
leave out a syllable or two) is n-ethyl-p-sulfa- 
benzelamino-phényl]-2-sulfonium phenyl - methy- 
lene-l-n-ethy]-n-p-sulfobeny]-delta- 2 - § - cyclohexo- 
diamimine. Golly! And also the stuff costs $14 
per pound, 

It is the color of fountain-pen ink and could 
be used for Easter egg coloring, but isn’t.. Too 
epensive. > ; 

The Agriculture Department scientists have 
found, however, that a little goes a long way. 
They don’t have to dye every single potate-blue 
all over; they are satisfied if each- potato gets 
a cerulean splash. ; 


When theg have a 100-pound sack of 
potatoes to sell back for one cent (sack in- 
cluded) to the farmer who grew them in 
the first place, thep rip open the top. Into 
this they pour one pint of diluted n-thyl-p 
et cetera and let nature take its course. 
Soon there is at least one spot of blue on 
every potato in the bag. 


The scientists in charge estimate that by this 
method each $14 package of dye will stain all 
the potatoes in at least 3,000 sacks. This works 


out at about half a cent a sack and they bitterly.’ 


resent charges that it costs them 25 cents per 
bag to make potatoes turquoise color. 
They have special meters to deposit one pint, 
-no more and no less, in each bag. They also 
have labored on a still more efficient device, 
consisting of a potato chute with a rubber roller 
at the bottom of it. This roller turns in a bath 


it is my privilege to present an essay on 


how the Government goes about 
of dye and while the potatoes are being graded 
they also get a small splatter of indigo. The 
experts figure that with the roller they can make 
$14 worth of dye take care of 25,000 sacks of 
potatoes. That’s making the money go a long 
way. 

What pains the tinters are those cold days, 
as of now, up in Maine when a barrel of dve 
turns immediately into a cake of blue ice and a 
potato, if dampened, freezes. But they have 
licked this one, too. 

They pour one and a half ounces of dye into 
a small sack of cattle salt and shake well to- 
gether until the salt is a nice lapis lazuli shade. 

. The blue salt they dump into the top of a 
potato sack. This they sew up again. The salt 
churning around into the potatoes acts as an 
abrasive. It rubs off some of the skin. This 
brings to the surface dampness which melts 
enough salt to leave a blue spot. It never takes 
more than a couple of days for a sack of blue- 
salted potatoes to become more speckled than a 
robin’s egg. 


The farmer is supposed to feed his blue 
potatoes to his livestock, though there is 
nothing to stop him from eating a few him- 
self. The blueing seldom penetrates the skin 
and even if his mashed potatoes were the 
= of a Summer sky, they wouldn’t hurt 

m. 


If he seeks to sell blue potatoes to anybody 
else, however, he is in the soup. Nobody has 
tried it yet. And that’s all I know about blue 
potatoes. If you have any questions, ask the 
Secretary of Agriculture, a man at the moment 
suffering from the potato blues.

Fit Exercise to Time of Day 


Some gals wouldn’t give exercise the time of day! But 
less lazy lassies write to inquire which time is the most 


beneficial, morning or evening. 


That depends on your 


schedule and your temperament. 


It’s not a good plan to leap 
out of bed and strain through 
rugged calisthenics, vigorously 
contracting the muscles before 
the body is warmed up and 
ready for action. So get it ready 
for action. There is no better 
way to start the day than with 
easy, limbering waker-uppers. 
Besides, morning exercises is 
apt to be more streamlining— 
it’s more sure. 

Wake up and s-tr-e-t-c-h. The 
stretch should be extended to its 
limit, but the movement should 
be made slowly and smoothly 
and released in the same easy 
manner. Breathing should be 
natural, not held. An_ easy, 
rhythmical routine has a tonic 
effect at any time. The one re- 
striction as to time is not to 
exercise vigorously within an 
hour and a half after meals, for 
that would interfere with diges- 
tion.

Nothing that interferes 
with sleep could be termed a 
health program! A _ leisurely 
walk in the fresh air before re- 
tiring helps woo sleep, and that’s 
good exercise too. Relax your 
mind and your muscles—look 
up at the stars, forget your trou- 
bles. 


On the time element, the most 
important factor is habit. It’s a 
good plan to get in the habit of 
taking a little exercise at about 
the same hour each day. You'll 
look forward to it. Regular ex- 
ercise can help you to feel like 
a new person. The rhythm of it 
results in a general quickening 
of the blood stream throughout 
the body. Light exercise per- 
forged by fresh musele groups 
exert a refreshing influence on 
tired muscles. So the tired work- 
ing girl who exercises after 
five feels much more alive in 
the evening.

Key the routine to stretching, 
smooth bending and the light, 
warming-up kind of calisthenics.

gainful employment possibilities are almost nil. 


In still another category is the 
suddenly bewildered housewife 


_ who, robbed by Cupid of her 


once dependent and demanding 
brook of offspring, now finds 
herself with time on her hands 
—too many hours depressingly 
empty. 

For all these and others, too, 
whom discouragement and frus- 
tration may be stalking, there 
stands almost in the heart of 
our city, a buxom, bustling 
friend, her apron full of oppor- 
tunity. For only a dollar’s tui- 
tion fee, Atlanta’s Smith-Hughes 
Vocational School, at 232 Pryor 
St., S. W., offers to anyone in- 
terested hope, sometimes inde- 

endence, and quite often the 

eys to a new and satisfactory 
way of life. 

In its 2% years’ operation, 
more than 22,000 students have 
walked down its cavernous halls 
to join in classes which have 


‘sent them forth to happier fu- 


tures. A staff of nearly 100 
alert, attractive teachers and 
other personnel house the four- 
story building daily and evenings 
to share their knowledge on va- 
ried subjects with an avid stu- 
dent body; for those who come 
to Smith-Hughes are a far cry 
from the Johnnys and Marys 
who trudge to school each morn- 
ing in reluctant pursuit of the 
three R’s. These come urgently 
seeking something. And usually 
they find it. 

Classes are not, of course, lim- 
ited to older people. They are 
open to anyone 16 years of age 
or over, and popular with the 
younger group are such subjects 
as typing, shorthand, beauty cul- 
ture, and charm and personality. 
There is, however, an increasing 
enrollment from year to year of 
women above 40, who find stim- 
ulation and real help in making 
satisfactory adjustment to new 
and trying circumstances. 

Most popular with that group 
of older women who seek pri- 
marily something to occupy their 


.time and minds is the Homemak- 


ing Education Program. Under 
skillful guidance, women who 
never before so much as hemmed 
a dress are today making for 
themselves complete wardrobes 
with their own hands. Some 
create for themselves hats like 
Hattie Carnegie’s in less than an 
hour’s time. Lonely housewives 
come eagerly to Smith-Hughes to 
learn Flower Arrangement, 
Home Decoration, Ceramics, 
Landscape Gardening, and find 
not only escape from boredom 
but quite often latent talents that 


sometimes set them Pp in busi- 
ness whether they will it or at, 
Recently, a mother who had 

a son confessed: 


“T really believe I might have 
committed suicide if it had not 
been for these Homemaking 
classes. I found not only some- 
thing to take my mind off my 
grief. but new I am actually in 
the home decorating business.” 


For the woman who seems to 
have come to a dead-end street 
in her job, extra training in some 
particular subject quite often 
may furnish the necessary 
ping stone to long-awaited a 
vancement. Guided by the needs 
of those in this group, Smith- 
Hughes has set up under its Dis- 
tributive Education Division, 
classes in Business English, Prin- 
cipals of Retail Selling, Effective 
Speaking, Human Relations in 
Business, and similar other in- 
struction of particular help to the 
older woman who lacks minute 
knowledge or but a slight bit of 
polishing to push her forward in 
her career. 


The older unemployed woman 
who has never worked outside 
of her own home finds, too, that 
the school has provided for her 
needs. Instruction in such sub- 
jects as Real Estate Principles 
and Practices, Hotel Interior 
oration, Hotel Housekeeping and 
Front Office Procedure equip 
her for fields in which she is 
already at home and for which 
she is actually better fitted than 
younger persons. 


In the past six months more 


than 75 qualified persons have 
been placed from the rolls of the 
Smith-Hughes Vocational School 
in well-paying positions. Some 
of these were women in the 
“over-age” group. 

“It is no easy job to place 
these older women,” declared 
Miss Virginia Smith, Counselor 
and Director of Placement for 
the Atlanta and Fulton County 
Public Schools. “Not because 
they are not qualified, but be- 
cause employers have built up a 
psychological block against the 
‘over-age’ worker. Normally, 
however, wherever we are able 
to place qualified ‘over-age’ per- 
sons, we find them quite success- 
ful. They stay on the job, are 
satisfactory employees.”

the excess acreage are sold exclu- 
sively for crushing for oil and at 
the oil price. This should result 
in substantial benefit to the pea- 
nut growers. 

It is not anticipated that many 
farmers will plant peanuts only 
for oil, but under the amendment 
they can still plant their usual 
acreage for peanuts, enjoy the sup- 
port price on the portion covered| 
by the allotment, and the oil price 
on the portion in excess. It is

DO IT BY DEGREES 


Take Guesswork Out of Cooking 


By Using Thermometers

Want to be a reasonably perfect cook every time? . 


Then learn to cook by degrees, thermometer degrees, that is! Use thermometers and 


eliminate all the guesswork. Remember there’s no such thing as luck when 


to cooking! 

Cooking thermometers are 
“musts” in modern kitchens. 
They save time by telling at a 
glance exactly when foods are 
cooked to required tempera- 
tures. They save food by reduc- 
ing cooking failures caused by 
guesswork. 

Don’t become frightened and 
think you can’t use these mod- 
ern conveniences and_ don’t 
think you are necessarily a good 
cook without them. I’ve yet to 
see the woman who would part 
with a thermometer after she 
learned to use it properly. 

Three thermometers are basic 
for the modern well-equipped 
kitchen—one for roast meat, an- 
other for candy, icings and 
jelly, and a third for deep fat 
frying. 

Oven thermometers are not 
as necessary as the others, par- 
ticularly if you have a modern, 
well-insulated, heat - controlled 

oven. I always use an oven ther- 
modmeter, however, to double- 
check the thermostat and also to 


a 


tell me when the oven is pre- 
heated to the proper tempera- 
ture. Somehow I feel better 
double checking this way. For 
women who do not have a heat 
control on the oven we suggest 
either an oven thermometer to 
set on the shelf (number 2) or 


one to hang from the top shelf 
(number 5. See photograph.) 


M-M-M HOMEMADE CANDY 


Most candies are cooked to a 
very definite temperature. The 
only way to measure this tem- 
perature is with a candy ther- 
mometer. You can get an ap- 
proximate idea of the tempera- 
ture by dropping some of candy 
mixture in cold water and test- 
ing firmness. However, such a 
test may be off several degrees 
and result in failures. 

The one shown (number 1) is 
stainless steel, marked with de- 
grees as well as the words soft 
ball, hard ball, soft crack, and 
hard crack. An adjustable clip 
on the back holds it on the in- 
side of the candy pan. This ther-

SOME LIKE IT RARE 


Some like meat rare, others 
prefer medium, and still more 
want theirs well done. Then 
there’s poultry, lamb and pork 
which must be well done to be 
at its flavorful best. 

Because size, shape, grade and 
amount of fat on roasts influence 
cooking time, the roasting time 
periods can only be an approx: 
imate guide to doneness. The 

eat thermometer (number 3) 
indicates the internal temper- 
ature and tells when the meat 
reaches the rare, medium or 
well-done stages. 

To use the thermometer, in- 
sert the stem through the out- 
side fat into center of thickest, 
meaty part of roast. Then roast 
the meat until the indicator on 
the thermometer points to the 
desired degree of doneness. 
Since all roasts represent a ma- 
jor investment it pays to cook 
them perfectly, ° 

Incidentally, we recommend 
one oven temperdiure for roast- 
ing all meaits—32. degrees. This 
moderately slow temperature 
results in less shrinkage, more 


tenderness, more juiciness and 
flavor. 


SUCCESSFUL DEEP FRYING 


_ Perfect results in deep fat fry- 
ing depend upon heating the fat 
to just the right temperature. 
The old-fashioned way is to guess 
the temperature by the length of 
time required to brown cubes of 
bread, 

The deep-fat frying thermom- 
eter (Number 4) has a conven- 
ient wooden handle and fastens 


to the edge of the frying kettle 
with a clip. 


CHOOSE WITH CARE 


Cooking thermometers are a 
long-time investment and it is 
wise to choose them with care. 
Look for ones that are easy to 
clean and easy to read. 

These thermometers come with 
complete instructions.

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Com-Fed — 
Beef Talk 


Now’s the time of year when 
“finished,” higher quality beef 
starts coming to market in bet- 
ter supply. This is the kind of 
beef which has been fed on 


grain, especially corn and, con- 
sequently, is more tender and 
juicy than the grass-fed beef. 
It’s time now to plan some of 
those tempting dinners built 
around beef—rib roasts of beef, 
. well marbled with fat; rolled 
rump roasts with their easy-to- 
cook, easy-to-carve qualities; 
round steaks for savory Swiss 
steaks: chuck roasts for spicily 
flavored pot roasts; stew meat 
for rich tasting beef and vege- 
table combinations: hamburger 
for those many popular ground 
beef dishes. 
When preparing that King of 
roasts, a rib roast of beef, be 
sure to cook it to just the right 
degree of doneness. Dad will 
pull a long face if his favorite 
roast is well done when he likes 
it rare. To be sure a rib roast 
is cooked rare or medium, it’s 
best to use a meat thermometer. 
This piece of cooking equipment 
is becoming as important a 
household item as an egg beater. 
Inserted into the heart of the 
meat, it accurately registers the 
internal temperature, so that if 
you want your beef rare, you'll 
get it rare!...A question often 
asked by new cooks is how to 
prepare rump roast of beef. The 
answer is that if the meat is of 
high quality, it may be oven 
roasted, just as you would cook 
a rib. roast. Lower quality rump 
roasts should be braised, as in 
preparing a pot roast In 
making beef stew, remember 
that it’s oh, so good the second 
day, so double the recipe and 
store the remainder in the re- 
frigerator for later use.
